Dr. Karl Menger 
To Speak Here 

Dr. Karl Menger, professor of mathe- 
matics at Illinois Institute of Technology, 
will speak at Shimer's annual Honors 
Convocation Tuesday evening, Feb. 24 
in Metcalf Auditorium, when students 
will be cited for scholastic achievement. 

In recognition of his work in the field 
of mathematics and as a distinguished 
educator, Dr. Menger will be awarded 
an honorary doctor of science degree by 
Shimer College at the Convocation. 

Dr. Menger holds a Ph.D from the Uni- 
versity of Vienna where he later taught 
for 10 years. In 1937, after the Nazi 
take-over of Austria, Professor Menger 
became a resident of the United States, 
and taught at Notre Dame University until 
1946, when he joined the faculty of Illinois 
Institute of Technology. 

For nine years, from 1927 to 1936, 
Dr. Menger was a member of the Vienna 
Circle, a group of philosophers. 

A gifted teacher and lecturer, Dr. Men- 
ger has written many papers and books 
dealing with aspects of mathematics. He 
has maintained a living concern that the 
concepts of mathematics be intelligible 
to the intelligent layman.

Students Attend Chicago Seminar

Shimer students are again this year 
participating in an Urban Seminar in 
Chicago during the last two and a half 
weeks of the six-week break. The second 
annual Shimer-in-Chicago seminar is 
being held at the University of Chicago 
from Jan. 15 to Jan. 31. Dr. Barbara 
Bowdery of Shimer's social sciences staff 
is director of the program. 

The seminar is a study of urban social 
and political processes, urban problems 
and attempts to solve them. Students 
listen to officials of many agencies, public 
and private, tell about the programs, 
policies, goals and accomplishments, as 
well as the frustrations and disappoint- 
ments of their organizations. Later in the 
program, students go out to, see for 
themselves, observing in action many of 



the programs they were told about. 

This year students may receive 
academic credit for the seminar, but 
only if they also complete certain pre- 
scribed readings and write a term paper 
after their return to campus.

Shimer News Notes 

Shimer's faith in the academic risk 
is producing some worthy students, ac- 
cording to Dr. Denis Cowan, dean of 
faculty. Half of the transfer students ad- 
mitted on academic probation in the Fall 
and considered by the Academic Stand- 
ing Committee were removed from pro- 
bation at the end of the semester, in 
December, 1969. The rest were dropped 
or continued on probation. Only 1 1 students 
from all categories were dropped from 
Shimer by the committee, compared with 
30 at this time last year. The number 
of students being put on academic pro- 
bation has increased slightly, and the 
number continued on probation has drop- 
ped markedly. 



Mr. Don Moon has been assigned by 
President Akers to be Director of Shimer- 
in-Oxford for the 1970-71 academic year. 
Already 20 students have applied, and 
the deadline for application is Feb. 15. 
From the applicants 25 students will be 
selected, the first screening to be 
academic and the second screening to be 
by the Office of Student Services. The 
final list should be announced by March 

1.

Hail Shinier Program 



Following are excerpts from letters 
from parents of current students and 
from alumni: 

"As parents, we know from experience 
what a difference a small college can 
make in the life and outlook of capable 
students who thrive on individualized in- 
struction. In our daughter's case, Shimer's 
early entrant program has made all the 
difference between disgust with educat- 
ional arrangements, and earnest enthus- 
iasm. Individual attention from capable 
teachers, and a willingness to challenge 
the student at every level of achieve- 
ment, have made all the difference. It 
would seem to us that, as our society 
grows more complex, demanding and im- 
personal, it needs the small college more 
than ever." 

Another parent writes, "Shimer has 
been a very happy choice for my daughter, 
and I doubt if there are more than a 
handful of other colleges in the country 
that would have suited her educational 
and other needs more completely. In this 



era of the big high school and the huge 
state university, whose enrollment ap- 
parently must be high to achieve effic- 
iency, I hope we will still be able to 
maintain the small liberal arts colleges 
for the unusual students who have so 
much to give and yet who would feel lost 
and overwhelmed by a large institution." 



RUTH C. JACOBS, AB '67, writes, "I 
find my Shimer education more than ade- 
quate to my daily needs in the business 
world, (I am production manager of a 
small advertising agency in San Fran- 
cisco). I feel that I was certainly happier 
at Shimer than I would have been at 
any of our 'great universities.'. . J 
see Shimer as in some ways far more 
stable and intellectual an environment 
than the urban university, with its stu- 
dent riots, its proximity to urban prob- 
lems, and its overcrowded classrooms. 
I know I was unable to face such a pros- 
pect (of graduate school at a university) 
and would much have preferred a situation 
similar to Shimer." 



Chicago Area Students Hear Of Shimer Plan 



Approximately 150 prospective stu- 
dents, their parents and friends met with 
current Shimer students from the Chicago 
area, members of the administration and 
faculty in the Champlain Building, 37 
South Wabash Ave., Chicago, Saturday 
morning, Jan. 17. Purpose of the confer- 
ence was to acquaint the guests with 
Shimer's unique educational plan. 

Irv Kupcinet, well-known Chicago Sun- 
Times columnist, and Shimer trustee, 
was a featured speaker. Shimer's newest 
building, the Karyn Kupcinet Playhouse, 
completed in 1968, was named for the 
Kupcinets' daughter whose untimely death 
in Hollywood in 1963 cut short a promising 
career as an actress. 

Short talks by faculty and administrators 
explaining the Shimer program, scholar- 
ships and financial aid were followed by 
a question and answer period. Refresh- 
ments were served in a friendly, informal 
atmosphere as current students, faculty 
and administration members visited per- 



sonally with the guests after the confer- 
ence.

Board of Trustees 
Gives Needed Aid 

Shimer's 27-member Board of 
Trustees, which has over-all re- 
sponsibility for the operation, mainten- 
ance and perpetuation of the College, 
has demonstrated an active interest in 
the promotion of its welfare. 

Most members of the Board of Trustees 
have contributed financially to the College 
during the past several years. Many 
have given of their time in the solicitation 
of funds from other sources and have, 
in a number of instances, been responsible 
for grants from company association 
foundations. Many have given much of 
their time and energy in attending Board 
and Board Committee Meetings seeking 
solutions to one or another of Shimer's 
problems. 

During the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1969, eighteen members of the 
Board, past and present, made financial 
contributions to the College, or were 
personally responsible for contributions 
by others. Money received from them, 
or through their individual efforts with 
others, represents the bulk of Shimer's 
outside receipts.

Business Manager Arthur Fetterolf. 

"In fact," Mr. Fetterolf stated, "the 
total monetary damage to property has 
been only about ten percent of that 
experienced during the second semester 
of last year." 

The College appreciates pranks such 
as building snowmen on the landings of 
the stair wells of the dormitories, Mr. 
Fetterolf said, but frowns on the cost 
of clean-up, damage to floors and plaster 
ceilings which are a direct result of such 
an act. 

"Shimer is proud of the conduct of the 
students during the semester just ended," 
Mr. Fetterolf said. "We believe they are 
aware of the property rights of others, 
and that the vast majority is interested 
in the pursuit of the excellent education- 
al opportunities offered at Shimer." 
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
